DDSG tanker recently turned aver to us by OHI. The deeerter, Ft?elc_FABIAH, born 
39 February 1933 in Boayreraap.iBungaxy. Jumped ship In Vienna on 11 May 1951. 
FABIAH and his wife OeorgetVhe^OCSTtA, born 38 January 1936 in Hedeleu Chereta, 
Bralla District, Rumania, turned themselves over to the Austrian police in the 
US Sector of Vienna on 11 Hay 1961, were screened by MIS and passed on to the Favy 
for an Interrogation which has Just now been terminated. It Is not likely that 
FABIAN Is himself an operational possibility, but he may be able to f urn lehr (leads 
to other sailors plying the Danube. In particular, his brother afceorcdfc~'?<ABIAH, 
born in 1939 In Bonyrotelep, Hungary, le & firemen aboard a Messhart vessel, the 
Felssabadulss . The FABIAHs ere being transferred to an operational area for In- 
terrogation by Grit 1.
